Steve Johnson, the 
veteran tuner in charge of developing 
the KR 250, now has been assigned 
preparation and maintenance of 
Kawasaki’s 250 and 500 motocrossers as 
well. At one time Johnson tuned for 
World Champion Phil Read, and later 
tuned for Brad Lackey and Jim Weinert. 
Despite his experience, it’s a heavy load 
for Steve, who may be the most 
overworked tuner in modern times.

The event will be held 
October 19 and will have solo and 
sidecar classes. The Carlsbad course, 
long accustomed to the shrill scream of 
corn popper music, will once again hear 
the thumping melodies of yesteryear. 
To insure that nothing disturbs this 
harmonious affair, the promoters will 
not allow any two stroke past the front 
gate.

Rookie National winners Jay 
Springsteen and Greg Sassaman are both 
entered in the July 26 Ascot TT 
National, as well as the night-before 
Gardena Gold Cup Half-mile. Chuck 
Joyner, Sonny Burres, and Charlie 
Brown — one-two-three at Castle Rock 
— are also in the hunt. 


Honda, Norton-Triumph, BMW, 
Harley-Davidson, and other prominent 
four stroke builders get a free ride under 
the 1978 emissions standards adopted 
by the California Air Resources Board. 
All others are going to have to hustle, to 
a greater or lesser degree, to meet a 10 
gram/kilometer limit on hydrocarbon 
emissions. Full story appears in this 
issue. 


Chuck Baird was elected President of 
the Conejo Trail Riders in June.

C.A.R.B. Chairman Tom Quinn asked a 
Honda spokesman point-blank “‘If all 
these other manufacturers say two 
strokes are so good, why has Honda 
concentrated so heavily on four 
strokes?" An embarrassed pause, then 
the reply — “Mr. Honda preferred it 
that way." 


Though no BMW spokesman appeared 
at the July 15 C.A.R.B. hearing, BMW 
sent the board a letter stating that the 
firm was prepared to meet the 1.0 
gram/kilometer standard with engine 
modifications, up to and including the 
900cc twins.

Not to nit-pick, but your article 
about the helmet rally in the July 8th 
issue contains a comment that I think is 
perhaps misleading.

This implies that the organization 
is indifferent to the problem, or at least 
distant in its interest and feeling. I think 
you'll agree with me that this just isn't 
so. 

To the contrary, I addressed an 
editorial specifically to the problem, 
and in doing that publicized the rally 
well in advance to our 140,000 
members. Certainly, my thesis was that 
we prefer letter-writing to 
demonstrating, but these 
recommendations in themselves I think 
are testimony to our active efforts to 
abolish mandatory helmet laws on a 
state-by-state basis. 

Your readers may want to know that 
there was not someone from the home 
office at the Los Angeles rally on June 
29th, but I think it would be unfair to 
lead any of them to believe that the 
American Motorcycle Association is not 
very much involved in the problem.

She entered the 250cc 
Expert class with a 126cc bike (which 
was legal per race rules) and came in 
second overall National Champion. 
Now, for the questions and confusion 
that come to mind: 

1. Why was Mrs. Watson excluded 
from the Superbowl of Motocross '75? 

2. Isn't it curious that as the second 
overall champion of 1974, she was only 
mentioned in the program for the above 
referenced event in the listing of riders 
(obviously a necessity!) and a small 
picture with her name under it. 

3. At the finish of the final 250cc 
moto, Mrs. Watson stopped to 
congratulate the first place winner, at 
which time she was curtly told by Ms. 
Kasey Rogers to move out of the way so 
photographers could take shots of the 
winner. However, it was noted that Ms. 
Rogers did not ask other finishers to 
move on. Why? 

4. Mrs. Watson finished ahead of the 
national champion when they were 
riding the same “cc” size bikes and 
missed being overall champion by only 
one point. 

The only conclusion we can arrive at 
is the fact of rider treatment was 
determined by those in charge of the 
event. Was Mrs. Watson’s exclusion from 
the Superbowl a “politically” motivated 
action? Surely, with women seeking 
equal rights, they must learn to put 
aside the personal pettiness that some 
seem to carry as a trait and learn to 
judge a person on their ability’s and not 
their personality or qualities which 
cause envy.

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Americans snag the Europeans 
again at Superbowl 75

LOS ANGELES, CAL., JULY 19 


With over 50,000 rabid motocross 
fans screaming and the electronic 
scoreboard flashing go-go-go fac- 


tory 
tore apart the last two motos of 
the 250 International class to win 
the Fourth Annual Oly Superbowl 
of Motocross. 

First moto action saw Honda's Marty 
Smith lead the field of top rank 
Europeans and Americans into the first 
corner and then perform a fantastic 
endo to end his night of racing. Marty 
got up, but was apparently too shaken 
to contend the rest of the evening's 
action. 

Blasting out of the first corner in the 
lead was local ace “Rocket Rex” Staten 
riding a CZ. Not far behind and pushing 
hard was factory CZ rider Zdenk Velky. 
Suzuki riders Tony DiStefano and 
Rodger DeCoster were in third and 
fourth. Positions started to change 
almost immediately as World Champion 
Heikki Mikkola (Hus) moved past 
DeCoster into second and started a blitz 
on DiStefano. Ahead of all this action 
was Staten, out in front enjoying 
himself before the partisan crowd. But 
his moment of glory did not last long as 
a groundsky loop in the double jumps 
put Staten in the hay bales with his bike 
on top of him and Velky in the lead. 

Velky moved out to an enormous 
lead as he picked up better than two 
seconds per lap on second place Tony 
DiStefano. Jim Weinert (Yam) started 
to make time as he moved past 
DeCoster and challenged Mikkola for 
third place. Jammin’ Jimmy and 
Mikkola elbowed and handlebared for 
two laps until Weinert slipped past the 
Husky rider and tried to pull away. 
Mikkola did not give up easy and chased 
Weinert, but went down in the heat of 
action coming onto the front straight. 
Unable to rejoin the battle because of a 
stuck throttle Mikkola just looked on. 

Turning lap times of one minute 27 
seconds Velky rode to an easy victory 
followed by DiStefano and Weinert who 
battled it out until the moto’s end. Jim 
Ellis (C-A) came in a distant fourth. 

As the pack came slamming into the 
second moto first turn Jimmy Ellis 
made up for his poor start in the first 
moto by grabbing the lead followed by 
Pierre Karsmakers (Hon) and Tony 
DiStefano. By the end of the first lap 
Jimmy Weinert had taken over third 
from Karsmakers and was chasing Ellis 
and DiStefano who were already 
moving out to a big lead as they battled 
back and fourth. 

On the fourth lap DiStefano put on 
a spirited charge to take over the lead, 
from Ellis, but this only made the New 
Englander go faster. Things got real 
tight for the next few laps and it looked 
like DiStefano might pass at any 
moment, but the 500 National 
motocross champ fell in the hairpin at 
the end of the back straight and by the 
time DiStefano had remounted he was 
way back in fourth. 

Velky had gotten caught in traffic at 
the start and was in the process of 
working his way up through the pack. 
He got by Weinert without much 
trouble to take over second position and 
went after Ellis who at this point was 
out in front by eight seconds. By lap 
seven Velky was closing fast on Ellis, 
who was turning consistent times of one 
minute 25 seconds and didn’t seemed 
too concerned about what was 
happening behind him. 

Jimmy Weinert had been chasing

Velky while the CZ rider had been 
making his charge on Ellis. Jimmy 
seemed to fade just as Velky caught up 
to Ellis and dropped back to a distant 
third. With Weinert out of his back 
pocket Velky now concentrated on 
passing Ellis. This was a little bit 
tougher than he expected, and he ended 
up following Ellis for the rest of the 
moto. Velky was out-braking Ellis, but 
the Can-Am had too much power on the 
straights and Ellis pulled Velky going 
away. On the third to the last lap Velky 
tried a new line coming onto the back 
straight and almost passed Ellis when 
Ellis went wide and into some soft turf 
and bogged momentarily. There was a 
huge roar from the crowd when they 
saw what was happening and when Ellis 
still hung onto the lead they went crazy. 
On the last two laps Ellis blocked that 
line through the last corner and the race 
was all his. 

A Can-Am was out in front of the 
third moto, but it was not Ellis, Mike 
Runyard surprised everybody as he 
grabbed the lead over Karsmakers and 
Ellis in the first corner. On the second 
lap Ellis was closing on his teammate 
and Rich Thorwaldson moved his Maico 
into third. On the third lap Ellis was 
once again in control and started to pull 
away. At this point DeCoster, who had 
been taking a back seat in all of the 
night's action started to challenge for 
third, but something apparently 
happened to his bike and he dropped 
out of action. 

As Ellis pushed his Can-Am out to an 
11 second lead over second place 
Thorwaldson, Velky was moving up 
from another poor start, which left him 
in 11th place, and passed five riders. in 
three laps to take over sixth place. In 
another lap he was by Karsmakers. Ellis' 
11 seconds lead did not look like it was 
going to hold up to the charge of the 
fiery CZ rider. 

The only thing separating Velky 
from Ellis was Thorwaldson and 
Runyard. Things got hairy when Ellis 
bobbled in the whoopers and went off 
the track and lost his lead. Weinert was 
not able to hold off Velky and he was 
now in fourth and the front four were 
all right on top of each other after Ellis' 
bobble. 

Amazingly enough, Ellis was able to 
pull out another five seconds lead in less 
than a lap and had some room between 
himself and Velky. Runyard in the 
meantime had crashed and Velky made 
short work of Thorwaldson and it was 
once again Ellis and Velky going at it. 
This time Weinert got into the act, 
trying to wedge his front wheel under 
Velky every chance he got. Finally on 
the 13th lap Velky got out of shape in 
the same place Ellis did and went over 
the bars. 

Weinert and Ellis were now the front 
runners but the “Jammer” was not able 
to get up enough steam to pass the fast 
Can-Am. Velky had dropped back to 
eighth as Ellis and Weinert moved out to 
a 25-30 seconds lead over third place 
Thorwaldson. 

Karsmakers started to move up from 
fifth and passed Thorwaldson for third 
place and held it until the end of the 
moto. 

With only three laps to go Ellis had 
pulled out a 20 second lead over 
Weinert and lapped Velky on the last 


lap.

At the restart it was Gaylon Mosier 
(Mai) in the lead with Husky rider Terry 
Clark holding on for second, Carl 
Zortman third and Croft getting a break 
in fourth. 

Mosier pulled out a big lead and the 
only problems he had for a while were 
from Clark. Croft started to make his 
move and was into third by the eighth 
lap. Closing quickly on Clark, he took 
over second five laps later and set his 
sight on Mosier. 

Mosier, meanwhile, had no intentions 
of giving up the lead and powered his 
big Maico down the straights and held

off a hard charging Croft for the 
remaining seven laps. 

Doug Sherman came out of the pack 
in the second moto to grab the lead at 
the start.

Baborovsky & CZ hammer their 
way to victory

ST. GABRIEL de BRANDON, CANADA, JULY 13 


Mother Nature and Lady Luck 
combined at the Laurentide 125cc 
Championnat Du Monde MX GP 
to give the riders a bitch of a time. 


When the dust had settled - 
literally - it was Antonin 
Baborovsky, Gilbert De Roover 


and Yoshitumi Sugio of Russia, 
Belgium and Japan respectively who 
mounted the victors podium. Canada’s 
first small bore GP was a true global 
affair diminished in stature only by the 
AMA’s scheduling of a 125cc National 
in direct conflict that drew the entire 
American contingent of riders capable 
of challenging and of beating, as did 
Marty Smith in last weeks American GP, 
the best in the world. 

It was Baborovsky aboard the cobby 
looking works CZ who took the overall 
honors (based on his total of 24 
championship points) and gave the 
Czechoslovakian Jawa-CZ factory their 
first GP victory in their first year of 
competition. The quiet Russian put 
together a pair of solid second place 
rides looking reasonably fast and taking 
advantage of the fortunes of war for his 
top placing. 

In second place, on a track where his 
long legs worked overtime as an extra 
pair of shock absorbers, was the tall 
Belgian Zundapp works rider Gilbert De 
Roover. The mere stating of De 
Roover’s third and first place finishes 
does not tell the full story of the lanky 





Belgian’s fine pair of rides. 

For the second time in as many weeks 
Yamaha works rider Yoshitumi Sugio 
turned in.an outstanding performance. 
His banzai ride for the win in the first 
moto was backed up by a hard charging 
fifth in the second go around to score 
21 championship points and give Sugio 
a good jump upward in the standings. 

Other riders of note were newly 
crowned World Champion Gaston 
Rahier doing double duty in third place 
for both motos and American expatriate 
riders Buck Murphy and Jeff Wecker 
(riding for Can-Am Canada and 
Kawasaki Canada respectively) scoring 
GP points. 

The St. Gabriel track was a roller 
coaster of hills-mostly straight up and 
down and, in one case, so down that 
most riders slid sideways rather than 
tackle it straight ahead-and of turns-on 
camber, off camber and a few that were 
whichever you wanted. It was tough. It 
was fast. And it required a good deal of 
concentration. But, unfortunately, this 
was all marred by a cloud that hung 
over the track. That cloud was dust, and 
there was no effective way to combat 
the situation, 

There had been no rain for almost a 
month in St. Gabriel and the farmer's 
pasture in which the track nestles was 





parchment dry. Local riders had ridden 
the track enough recently to ruin the 
sod cover and this situation along with 


the fact that no chemical precautions 
could be taken to prepare the track 
(cows would again be grazing there in a 
few days) combined to cause a lot of 
headaches. 

At a meeting after Saturday's practice 
session a list of six demands on track 
preparation and course improvement 
was presented by the riders. After a 
course inspection Sunday the riders 
were still less than fully satisfied, but 
they realized that all that could be done 
was. Strangely, De Roover’s team 
manager did not like the course changes 
saying that they made the track like an 
* American course." 

A bi-lingual announcer (since French 
is the official language of the province 
of Quebec in which St. Gabriel is 
located) kept the riders and spectators 
informed of what was happening 
although, as the day progressed, it 





'tended to become more French than 


English that played from the 
loudspeakers. One local resident stated, 
“We speak English one day a year. . 
-when the motocross comes to St. 
Gabriel.” The flowery mix of languages 
loses its myster in cold, impersonnal 
type. 

Antonin Baborovsky, by virtue of 
posting the fastest time in official 
qualification carefully picked out his 
place at the starting gate as the slim 
field of 27 riders set themselves for the 
first international moto. 

The Russian’s choice paid off as he led 
the field down the ultra short starting 
straight then braked and almost 
simultaneously grabbed a handful of 
throttle as the pack made a fish hook 
180 degree U turn to start the first lap. 
A greasy switchback (from too much 
watering) greeted Baborovsky, Rahier 
and Sugio as the trio were the first 
riders to charge through and drop down 
the first hill, across a wooden bridge and 
then up a steep incline to disappear, 
with the rest of the field, in a cloud of 
dust. 

Rahier gained and then lost the lead 
so that the leading trio remained the 
same as they ended the first lap. 
Meanwhile, De Roover was slicing 
through slower riders on his way from 
last place to tenth in three laps after a 
first turn crash.

opened a short distance on the 
Rahier-Sugio duel. As the pair charged 
full throttle down the hill under the 
spectator bridge Rahier’s front wheel 
slid out and the little Belgian Suzuki 
rider went tumbling. “I was lucky to 
not crash nearer the bridge. If I did 
there might have been damage to the 
bike or myself.” So great was the lead 
that the pair had that Rahier was able to 
get back in the race in third. 

Sugio, now in an undisputed second 
place, set his sights on Baborovsky and 
reeled him in on the tenth lap. He then 
set his sights on the land of the rising 
sun and opened a 17 second lead that 
held secure to the flag. Rahier began to 
close on Baborovsky in the second half 
of the race, but a second crash slowed 
his final charge. 

De Roover moved to fourth and 
around the three-quarters mark in the 
moto leaving Akira Watanabe and Jan 
Eric Sallqvist behind in the dust. At the 
flag they were followed by Larry 
McKenzie, Buck Murphy, Heikki 
Ylonen and Torbjorn Winzell. 

Many riders complained outspokenly 
about the dust which hung in the air 
and lay on the ground covering ruts and 
taking riders by surprise as they charged 
through corners. One rider stated that 
the only way to make it around the 
track was ''to charge the corners and 
turn after you hit the fence." A crew 
watered the areas on the track that were 
accessible. 

Baborovsky pulled his second hole 
shot of of the day in the final moto, but 
this time De Roover and his Zundapp 
(churning up the track with a 4.50 
Metzler as an indication of the power 
the bike puts out) were right behind. 
Stalling tactics kept De Roover in 
second for four laps, but from there on 
it was De Roover to the flag with 
Baborovsky repeatedly trying to close 
the gap. Gaston Rahier circulated the 
entire moto in third content to take it 
easy. 

A traffic jam at the first turn on the 
start ruined the chances of first moto

Norton-Triumph’s Terry Tiernan

For years the names Yamaha and Terry Tiernan were synonymous. To many people, 
both in and out of the motorcycle industry, Tiernan was Yamaha and many of the 
ideas and programs that were responsible for Yamaha’s rapid rise in sales and their 


racing successes came about during what was referred to as, “the Tiernan regime.” 


Suddenly, a little more than three months ago, Tiernan resigned from Yamaha and a 
short time later signed on with Norton Triumph. The shock waves from that have yet 


to settle. 


“We'll be starting fireside meetings with dealers in a few days and we should have a lot 
of positive feedback by the time we're through. The dealer reaction has been very 
good in the meetings I've had already. The main concern has been for more models, 
lower prices and getting a firm organizational structure. A major part of the problems 
in the past were at dealer level. They have been given promises for years, and 
regretfully, many have not been fulfilled. What we've got to do now is prove to them 
that what we say is what we intend to do. In that respect I believe that our DMs now 
have the horsepower to get the changes made that are needed." Terry Tiernan, a little 
over two months into his new job as Vice President/Marketing for Norton Triumph 
corporation was talking as we sat in the comfortable offices of Eastern Regional 
Manager Bill Mason. It was a whistle stop interview, a quick two hours or so 
sandwiched in before another plane flight and another meeting in another part of the 
U.S. It had been a hectic two months since Terry joined Norton Triumph and, 
although he hadn’t even really had time to get his feet wet, the answers flowed 


unhesitatingly. 





CN: What do you forsee as the future of 
Norton-Triumph in the U.S.? 

TT: I’m very, very optimistic about the 
future of Norton-Triumph. After 
visiting the factory in England a couple 
of times and talking to the people there 
1 believe we’ve got some outstanding 
products and a first rate engineering 
staff. They know what's happening. I 
think (in the past) that they have been 
given some strange information on U.S. 
marketing as to what was needed in this 
market. We now have a good line of 
communication and I believe we'll see 
some interesting developments. We've 
got some outstanding products on the 
drawing board; some in -engineering 
concept and one or two into prototype 
stages that are really what we need. Our 
job right now is to get these from 
concept and prototype into the dealer's 
showrooms and get the Triumph-Norton 
image back to where it was a few years 
ago. 

CN: What about immediate plans? 

TT: Our plans right now concern 
projecting a time span (which we are 
working on right now) in which, as soon 
as is possible, Triumph will again have a 
complete lineof motorcyclesand Norton 
will have three or four models also. It's 
the only way a dealer can survive. 


CN: Triumph riders are brand loyal, but 
in the last two years spares have become 
almost non-existent. Will the settlement 
of the Meriden factory strike make parts 
readily available again? 

TT: The Meriden situation, whereby the 
factory that produced all the twin 
cylinder Triumphs was closed for 18 
months, definitely caused many 
hardships for both the dealer and the 
owner. The factory is now back at work 
and under their contract with NVT they 
have to supply parts prior to 
motorcycles. Happily, I can say there 
are parts on the water right now coming 
over for the twins. They've kept track 
of all the back orders and they are now 
being filled as we receive the shipments. 


CN: It seems that one of Triumph's 
weaknesses was poor distribution. Are 
there plans to correct this? 
TT: We have a lot of plans for the 
future. They depend on sales and when 
we can make some of these models we 
are working on available. As soon as we 
can attain a volume to justify it, we're 
definitely going to make changes to 
improve our distribution with better 
warehousing to support the dealer 
network in a complete line of 
motorcycles. 
CN: A lot of people define the Triumph 
as a classic motorcycle. 

de 





TT: If you look back over the years in 
the 1950's and '60's when you wanted a 
bigger machine you almost always 
thought of Triumph. The guy down the 
street had one. The Bonneville was what 
you wanted to move up to. But now, 
during the last five years with motocross 
becoming so big and nothing in that line 
from Triumph being competitive all the 
young generation of 18 and 19 year olds 
have no incentive to go Triumph as in 
the years I mentioned. Triumph is no 


longer a big thing. And Norton. Norton 
is one of the best kept secrets in the 
motorcycle industry. It’s a good bike. 
What we've got to do is get the 
mystique back that the old Bonneville 
had. It's hard to do with one model. We 
definitely have to get a (model) line and 
get some image buildup around the 
marque that the young bike riders going 
to the streets now will look up to and 
have the desire to buy. 

CN: It seems to me that oftentimes 
what the market needs is not what the 
market gets. You ask for apples to sell 
and you get oranges. .. 

TT: And everyonce in awhile a lemon. 
It’s a personal feeling, but I think 
there’s a market in the U.S. for a good 
500cc twin and a 500cc single dirt 
machine. I think there will always be. 
The English went into it right when the 
dirt market really started; they had the 
BSA 441 Victor and a 500cc single and 
just when the market opened up they 
stopped producing the bikes and took 
them off the market. Just when gas 








prices started rising and the energy crisis 
was about to happen and people were 
looking for a good twin cylinder street 
bike they quit producing the 500 twin. 
A series of misjudgements like that 
caused problems and I think that these 
are models that, under refined 
conditions, should come back and fill 
the gap. A good 500 twin, provided we 


are competitively priced, has a definite 
market. ‘There’s a definite market for 
the Bonneville 750 twin as well as a 
larger machine. We've got to get into the 
superbike market. It would be difficult 
to compete with the Japanese 
technology and pricing in the under 
500cc market. Our place, if we put a cc 
on it, would be in the 500 and up 
category. 

CN: Your Top Gear accessory line has 
been one of the strongest points of 
Triumph. Do you see Top Gear's 
involvement becoming even stronger? 
TT: Very much so. Tom Cates is in 
charge of Top Gear now and it has 
become a part of the sales division. It's 
always been surprising to me that when 
you look back there was a time you 
could get speed equipment, cams, pipes, 
the whole package of what is now cafe 
style. Now you can't. We want to get 
back into that and the related 
accessories. In fact we've just put in 
orders for a couple of companies to 
supply us with some clothing accessories 
that will be unique to the Top Gear line. 
I believe that some of the items will be 
exclusive in the industry. These moves 
will enhance the Top Gear franchise. 
Tom is aggressive in what he wants for 
Top Gear and has been in the field for 
20 years. He knows what the dealers 
need and, with recommendations from 
our district managers based on dealer 
input, we're definitely going to make 
Top Gear one of THE top accessory 
outfits going. 

CN: Will the Rickman motorcycle 
remain in the Norton-Triumph line? 

TT: I don't forsee us selling any more 
Rickmans once our stock of these 
machines has been sold. Right now we 
have Rickmans in stock and the 
majority are the Montesa VR engine 








equipped model. They're a superior 
machine, what with the Rickman frame 
and handling. Our marketing situation 
with Rickman is that they now supply 
only the frame and some of the 
accessories. They no longer are in the 
complete motorcycle business. So, when 
these machines are sold, that will be it. 
We will have parts and everything to 
service the machines we've sold, but we 
will not sell complete motorcycles after 
that. 

CN: In the past, racing, and the 
publicity derived from it, did a lot to 
keep the Triumph name in the news and 
on buyers' minds. Is there to be a greater 
racing effort put forth in the future? 
TT: I totally agree with your statement 
on racing. The mystique of Triumph in 
past years was which Triumph will win. 
Look back at some of the champions we 
had-Gary Nixon, Dick Mann, Gene 
Romero. They all became (AMA) Grand 
National Champions on British bikes. 
We're looking at a racing program down 
the line that will be competitive with 
what's out there now. Harley-Davidson 
really puts some money and expertise 
into their effort and the Japanese are 
very thorough. I think we can be very 
competitive in the dirt and TT events.We 
will be doing heavy racing in the future. 
CN: Development work on the 
Cosworth-Norton has been going on for 
some time now. Will we see it on the 
track soon? 

TT: We are hoping that, if everything 
goes well with the Formula One (a 
nickname referring to the Cosworth 
engine since it powers the majority of 
F1 race cars on the GP circuit ) that it 
will be race ready for Daytona '76. That 
should give the four-stroke fans 
something to cheer about, There's a lot 
of work to be done between now and 
then, but Dennis Poore, 
Triumph-Norton's Chairman of the 
Board, is an outstanding individual and 
wants to get the four-strokes going again 
in a competitive nature. And, I believe 
we will be competitive. 

CN: Just what does the dealer have to 
look forward to? 

TT: We have a lot of things in the works 
that I wish were available right now, but 
are not. Consequently we are at a point 
where we have to develop a network to 
absorb these bikes before we have them. 
We're on a set-up campaign right now. 











We're not out to establish dealers like 
other factories though. What we are 
looking for are a small number of strong 
dealers. We aren't a super power and 
don't plan to be. What we want to do is 
make the Norton-Triumph franchise so 
valuable that everyone will want one. 
The only way to do that is to keep the 
number of dealers down so that 
everyone has a bigger slice of the pie. 
And, when we enhance the dealer with a 
Top Gear franchise that he can really 
make money on, the value will increase. 
It will make the dealer almost exclusive. 
The dealer's strength will lie in the new 
products that are coming and the Top 
Gear line, We've got some plans for 
other things that I'm dying to mention, 
but can't right now. Three or four years 
from now I think the Norton-Triumph 
franchise will be one of the most 
profitable to have. 


CN: Isn't it about time that some of the 
engines in the model line were updated? 
TT: True, the older models are due for 
updates. However, the engineers haven't 
been drinking tea over the last five or so 
years; they've been designing engines. 
We haven'tseen them in this market, 
although we will, because they've been 
waiting until they really knew they 
could sell it in this market. Hindsight is 
always 20-20. If they had made these 
developments before it would have 
made our problems less difficult. 

CN: Norton-Triumph has absorbed the 
distribution for the U.S. from Berliner 
Corporation? Right? 

TT: Right. Norton-Villiers Corporation 
in England reached an agreement with 





Berliner that would allow the Duarte, 
California office to take over the entire 
U.S. distribution as of May 20. We now 
have total distribution in the U.S. for 
both Norton and Triumph which is one 
step toward making our job easier. We 


can now consolidate our national 
advertising as well as many other things 
that will make things run smoother in 
the long run. 

CN: You always seem to be in a 
| position that offers challenge. 

TT: Guaranteed the job is a challenge, 


although no one guy can do anything in 


this industry because it has to be the 
joint effort of a lot of people. I think 
it's going to be fun because the whole 
industry is just waiting for us to fall on 
our faces. We're not going to. To use a 
cliche, we have io get our act together. 
It's hard to come into a position and 
after a couple of months say that this 
and that have to be changed, but if this 
company is to really go ahead and be a 
major force in the industry it has to 
make some major changes. We've made 
some already and there are more that 
we have to make. It all boils down to 
making the franchise valuable and to do 
this we've got to get our act back 
together in the U.S. and give England 
the marketing info that they need to 
design what we want for this market. 
We've got a lot of advertising that needs 
to be changed. We've got to let people 
know we're here. *

Warm feeling for Guy Waterson, 
double win for Mike Bast

Ventura, California 
July 15, 1975 


With Speedway running five nights 
a week it becomes very difficult to 
say that one win was better than 
someone else's, but some times 


you get that good warm feeling 
about a particular win. Guy Water- 
son had missed the first eight or 
nine weeks of the Speedway 


season, returning four weeks ago at a 
great disadvantage. His style was way 
off and most of his rides ended up with 
him on the ground. 

He only got into two Handicap Mains 
in a dozen, getting a fourth and a sixth. 
His poor showing moved him back into 
Second Division, but only for one night, 
as last week Guy ran away with the D-2 
race. 

He got moved back to First Division 
this week and worked his way into the 
Handicap Main. He came to the starting 
line with the overall point leader, Mike 
Bast, and Bobby Schwartz the leader in 
Handicap wins. Guy started in front and 
at the end of five laps took the 
checkered flag, the cheers, the gold and 
for those of us that know him, a good 
warm feeling. 

Steve Bast moved into a two-way tie 
for total wins in Scratch Mains. His 
victory Tuesday night at Ventura was 
the eleventh this season. (Mike Bast is 
the other half of the tie.) 

Division Two honors were carried off 
by Fred Sidner. That's a name you 


might put in the back of your mind. 
This young man moves through traffic 
like a pro. 


Indian Dunes, California 
July 16, 1975 


An ever-growing crowd of fans was on 
hand for the fourth race meet of the 
summer season. The all second and third 
division show has a large following, 
geared to a family style, picnic type 
atmosphere. 

Again some of the biggest names in 
Speedway were on hand to give their 
expert assistance in running the show. 
Mike Bast was the official referee. 

Dean York is still King of the Scratch 
Main. For the fourth straight week Dean 
has beaten them all. 

Ron Rose took the six-man, five lap 
Division Three Main, winning not only 
the trophy and prize money, but one of 
speedway’s biggest supporters, Ida 
Fairchild, donated a home made cake. 

Craig Schaffer from the ten yard line 
was challenged several times by Russ 
Duronslet in the Handicap Main but at 
the end of the five laps the win went to 
Schaffer. 

There were two Feature Match 
Races. Bobby Hill bested Russ 
Duronslet for top honors in the Second 





Division and Jeff Dodd won over Ron 
. Rose in Division Three. 
San Bernardino, California 
July 16, 1975 
Shawn McConnell and Ron Preston held 
the spotlight at Inland Motorcycle 
Speedway before the largest crowd of 
the local season, and “Lady Luck” 
played a large supporting role. 

In the Handicap Main, Preston led all 
the way in the five-lap contest, staying 
clear of trouble throughout. In the third 
lap, a three-rider pile-up spread out over 
tum four, wiping out Dean Forman, 
Wayne Lewis and Denny Scopellite. The 
win was Preston's first of the season, 
driving from the 10 yard stripe to edge 
Mike Gross and Robin Hood. 

The Scratch Main **brought down the 
house" with a three rider duel which 
lasted into the final lap. With "hard 
luck" Bob Hetrick showing the way, 
newcomer Don Stubbs rocketed into 
the “Headhunter” broadside, sending 
them both to sod. McConnell, in hot 
pursuit, swooped by to take the 
checkered flag, with Hetrick scrambling 
to his feet and onto his bike for second. 

Newport Beach’s Gene Woods and 
his neighbor from Huntington Beach, 
Jan Ballard, secured the Scratch and 
Handicap Consolations, respectively. 
Ballard doubled for the night, edging 
Dean Forman, last week's Scratch Main 
victor, in a narrow Match Race. 

Leo Black finally broke the “always 
the bridesmaid, never the bride" mold, 
capturing the Third Division Main. 
Irwindale, California 
July 17, 1975 
It looked like it was going to be a night 
for Steve Bast and Dubb Ferrell to lock 
throttles in showdowns in both Mains, 
but it never really materialized. Steve 
lost his chance for the Scratch Main 
when his Jawa blew while leading the 
semi. And Ferrell, making both Mains, 
could not make it on the outside line 
after doing so well there earlier. 

The first of the two Semis was a 
tremendous battle down to the 
checkered between Ferrell and Bruce 
Penhall for the final bump spot to the 
Main. Mark Cherry was the winner with 
Jan Ballard second, but after a see-saw 
race for third, Ferrell moved into the 
Main. In the second Semi Bill Cody 
suspecting a crash in front of him, laid it 
down while the out-of-shape riders in 
front somehow saved it. 

Scratch heat racing started with 
Steve Bast running away with the win 
while Sonny Nutter settled Randy 
Marsh for the other transfer spot. The 
next heat saw Mike Bast run to an early 
huge lead only to lose all but three feet 
of it to Ferrell who was closing fast. The 
third heat was taken by Bobby 
Schwartz by only four feet over Mike 
Curoso, and the final heat was the 
capper as Rick Woods eeked out Jeff 
Sexton for the win by less than three 
inches! 

After Rod Sexton defeated brother 
Jeff in the Handicap Match Race by 





about four feet (Jeff came from 60 
yards back in two laps), the Scratch 
Semis got ready. Either Semi looked 
like a good Final on any other night. 
The first race was the moment when 
Steve Bast was leading with less than 
two laps left when his machine broke 
down. Mike Bast took the win with 
Curoso leading Sexton home. The final 
semi went to Rick Woods in another 
tight four-lapper over Dubb Ferrell. 

Main event time started with Div II 
going to Rod Sexton over Craig Bradley 
and Rod Cowell. The Handicap Main 
fell swiftly to Jan Ballard for his first of 
the year. 

Sonny Nutter collected the Scratch 
Consolation victory over a field that 
broke down. In fact, Nutter was the 
only one to cross the line under power. 
Schwartz took second, dog-paddling 
across. 

The final race of the night was the 
Scratch Main, and it started abruptly 
with Ferrell taking the lead from the 
outside. But things turned bleak for 
Dubb as he slowly slid back to last. 
Mike Bast took over early and held it to 
the end with Curoso second and Woods 
third. 

Costa Mesa, California 

July 18, 1975 

Last week’s all time record for 
attendance was shattered this past 
Friday night when some 14,000 people 
tried to find a seat in a stadium that 
only seats 10,000. The overflow crowd 
lined every inch of the crashwall, even 
stood on roof tops. 

Two time U.S. Speedway Champ 
Mike Bast worked his way into both 
main events, winning the Scratch Main 
over Dubb Ferrell, Mike Curoso and Bill 
Cody. 

Mike Curoso did the job in the 
special once-a-year Match Race for the 
Fair Derby. The trophy is in keeping 
with the Country Fair theme. lt is a 
straw hat that has been bronzed. Mike 
will keep it for one year. 

Bily the Bullet Meister took the 
Handicap Main, staying just inches 
ahead of Dubb Ferrell for the five laps. 
Bakersfield, California 


July 19, 1975 

Sonny Nutter lost the bronze straw hat 
Friday night at Costa Mesa in the Fair 
Derby to Mike  Curoso, but this 
Saturday night im Bakersfield Sonny 
won the Purple Helmet Match Race in 
two out of three wins over Bruce 
Penhall. 

The big story of the night was the 
duel win of Mike Bast. For the third 
time this season Mike has won both the 
Scratch and Handicap Mains 
something no other rider has done. It 
was an important event for Curoso, who 
was right on top of the SRA points list. 
The dual win by Bast put him out in 
front by a narrow margin. 

Dean York was probably the most 
disappointed guy of the night when he 
lost the Handicap Main to Bast in the 
last ten feet. è

Running the same muffler he used 


at Albany 


last year, Gary 


Scott 


quietly blew off an Expert field 
full of visiting talent; and District 


35's Frank Adamo won the Junior 
Final with a come-from-behind 
photo finish in what had to be the 
race of the day. Mile racing had 


returned to Sacramento after a long 
drought, running under CMC sanction, 
using the Cal Expo horse track for the 
first time. 


There were some problems getting 


the track surface converted for 
motorcycle use. As Mert Lawwill 
described the track prep: “They should 
have gone down to the base the horses 
were using (and built it from there), but 
they had some soft stuff they tried to 
pound in on top of it. That’s what’s 
breakin’ up.” 

Break up it did, especially in turns 
three-four, where the preferred groove 
began to look like a battlefield, forcing

the riders either all the way inside or far 
outside seeking smooth traction. Then, 
too, the horse people apparently 
forbade the use of chemical salts in the 
soil, so there was dust. 

Though the dust was horrible at 
times (the wind carried everything 
chumed up on the front straight down 
into the exit of tum four, often 
obscuring the start-finish from the 
riders’ view) few riders really 
complained. “Right on track, except 
you can’t see.” (Rick Hocking.) 
“Stockton was worse.” (Diane Cox.) 
*Hey, we've all raced worse tracks. I 
think these guys did a super job with 
the little time we had. We'd like to 
come back at night — I think we could 
put on a super show. All us guys had 
fun..." (Chuck Palmgren in Victory 
Lane after placing third in the Expert 
Final.) 

The Brelsford-Kanemoto Kawasaki 
combination didn’t hook up quite as 
expected on the slippery groove, though 
once when the rear end did hook up,

Scott could carry the front wheel for 
about 100 feet out of turn two, feet up 
and still crossed up. 

Rex Beauchamp (H-D) set fast time 
at 41.44, followed by Palmgren (Yam), 
Jay Springsteen (who holed a piston on 
his miler and had to race with his TT 
motor), Gene Romero, Gary Scott, and 
Rick Hocking, all under 43 seconds. 
Fastest Junior was Dan McWhorter. 

McWhorter (Yam) grabbed the lead 
from the outside pole in his heat and 
held it over Scott Pearson. The real race 
was for third — the last direct transfer 
—, as the position changed hands six 
times in the first three laps and about 
four times thereafter. Sacramento’s Jim 
Vendley finally got it and hung on, after 
coming from dead last. He had been 
forced to mill around behind the pack 
on the start, as his clutch wouldn't 
release. 

Pat Guthrie holeshot the second 
Junior heat, lost the lead to Steve 
Eklund in the first lap (Eklund coming 
from about fourth) and dogged him 
until the final laps, slipping inside in 
turns one-two, then losing the lead as 
Eklund would high-line around 
three-four. On the final lap, Guthrie 
really took the bit and blasted out of 
turn two with about three lengths on 
Eklund, an advantage that gave him the 
edge at the checker, after barely holding 
it through turn four. 

Oregonian Jeff Johnson ran off and 
hid from his heat competitors, and 
Frank Adamo won his heat after 
duelling with Mark Smith. There was no 
Junior Semi, and the Junior Main came 
on right after the Expert heats. It was a 
while in coming, as Eklund’s bike 
cold-fouled waiting on the line, and 
Guthrie laid it down in turn three on 
the warmup lap after the water truck 
had doused the groove. 

McWhorter holeshot it when they 
finally got away, with Jeff Johnson and 
Eklund tucked in behind, about a length 
apart. Eklund ducked under Johnson in 
turns three-four, really getting drive in 
that area, while McWhorter was 
high-lining it, kicking up a humongous 
rooster tail of loose dirt. Eklund, 
sporting a set of Coyote air shocks that 
must work, continued to run low 
through the rough, and got by 
McWhorter after the halfway lap. Frank 
Adamo had worked up from mid-pack 
and argued with Mark Smith over third, 
finally settling it as his tires seemed to 
work better as the race went on. 

As to tires, both Eklund and 
McWhorter were burning theirs up 
(*McWhorter's was done" — John 
Gennai. “He had worn it out in the heat 
and turned it around for the Main.") 
Adamo was closing fast, and as the 
leaders lapped the first back-markers, 


Frank Adamo shocked a lot of people. He shocked Eklund most of all. 

















ducked by McWhorter for second. White 
flag lap, and he was right on Eklund's 
tail. Nose-to-tail through the last turn, 
Adamo ducked inside and caught 
Eklund by inches at the finish. 


Experts 

Rex Beauchamp led the first Expert 
heat early, but both Gary Scott (H-D) 
and Dave Aldana (H-D) whipped up on 
him in thick dust, finally putting him 
behind them for the checker as the tum 
four area became totally blind. 

Chuck Palmgren (Yam) holeshot his 
heat, but Rick Hocking nobbled him 
briefly on the last lap. Scott Brelsford 
went into the haybales on turn three (an 
area that swallowed about 12 riders), 
was hauled off in the ambulance for 
observation and released later. The 
Hocking-Palmgren duel went bar-to-bar 
at the checker. 

Steve Droste won the third heat after 
a lot of switchy-swappy with Corky 
Keener and Tom White. The fourth heat 
was restarted because someone on the 
back row had his hand up when the flag 
was snapped. Boy, was Don Castro 
bummed, as he was leading it on the 
other Kanemoto triple. 

Off the restart, Al Jorgenson enjoyed 
a brief holeshot, as Castro gated about 
eighth. Gene Romero came up from 
third to lead it, turning an unofficial 
fastest race lap in the 42-second bracket 
as he took it away from Frank Gillespie 
by diving under on the entry to tum 
one. Castro worked his way into third 
and a direct transfer, with braking slides 
nothing short of hairy. 

The first Expert Semi was stopped 
on the sixth lap, after turn three flaggers 
spent three laps signalling frantically 
when Mike Renslow (Suzuki triple) 
went tumbling down, suffering a 
three-and-a-half inch gash in his neck. 
Heads-up first aid by a National 
Motorcycle Patrol member slowed the 
bleeding and very likely saved Mike’s 
life. Walt Foster and John Hateley 
earned the transfers. Mert Lawwill and 
Al Jorgenson got the last two spots in 
the Final, Mert’s Semi win a 
come-from-behind climb. 

The Expert Final was almost 
anti-climactic, if anything because it 
seemed a long time in getting gridded. 
Gary Scott grabbed the lead and quietly 
ran away, as everyone else angled 
cautiously for position in the heavy 
dust. Chuck Palmgrenclosed for awhile, 
screaming his Gurney-Yamaha to the 
limit. Castro was bottled up, blinded on 
the front straight and unable to do all 
that much on the backchute. Rex 
Beauchamp was having better results, 
picking them off one by one in the 
back, as second through fifth places ran 
in a fairly tight group. He closed and 
took second from Palmgren about five 
laps from the end. Hocking and Droste 
went hard at it, with Rick dragging the 
rail almost too tight. He said after the 
race, “I was watching it (the rail) and it 
was right there," (patting his shoulder). 
"Then I felt my head hit it, and I 
thought, Wow! I'd better get out a 
ways." He finally pulled just within 
striking distance of Palmgren as time ran 
out, while Gene Romero took over fifth 
ahead of Droste and Frank Gillespie. 
Tom White, who had run as well as 
sixth, slipped to eighth at the flag. 

The race, run as a $17,500 CMC 
“National” Mile, was fairly lucrative for 
those who made the Final, and 
apparently ran in the black for the 
promoter as well. The comfortable, 
well-appointed horse facility was about 
70 percent filled with an estimated 
10,000 spectators. Governor Brown had 
ordered the track to make itself pay, 
and it looks like the way is clear for 
more motorcycle events, with the riders 
definitely looking forward to a 
hoped-for night return. .

Phil Read, the reigning 500cc 
world champion swept into a 12 
point lead i this year's 500cc 
championship battle after winning 


a dramatic race in the Belgian 
Grand Prix at the ultra-fast Spa- 
Francorchamps circuit. 

Like the year before, Read won 


the race by more than a minute, but this 
time it was not one of his major 
championship rivals who grabbed runner 
up spot, but young Englishman John 
Newbold on the Suzuki GB entered 
Suzuki 4. 

Giacomo Agostini, 
Bonera, Barry Sheene and Teuvo 
Lansivuori all retired, in dramatic 
fashion in this interesting battle. 

It was perhaps a good thing for 
Agostini that there was no 350cc race at 
the meeting. With his bad luck at Spa, 
and Johnny Cecotto’s super form, it 
would probably have done Ago’s title 
bid no good at all. 

Cecotto, in his debut at Spa, was 
simply superb. He won the 250cc race 
from the Harley-Davidson pair of Michel 
Rougerie and Walter Villa in a 
breathtaking finish, to put the 250cc 
championship wide open.

Johnny’s victory was no 
flash-in-the-pan stuff either. He showed 
riding skill of the very highest order 
throughout the race, and victory was 
well planned. 

The three remaining races of the 
meeting were by no means as exciting, 
but they did settle three world titles. 

Little Spaniard Angel Nieto regained 
the 50cc crown he last wore in 1972. 
Riding the Van Veen Kreidler, Angel 
took second place in the Belgian race to 
local hero Julian Van Zeebroeck to 
clinch his sixth world championship, 
Third behind the two Van Veen 
prepared machines was Italian Eugenio 
Lazzarini on the Piovaticci. 

Italian Paulo Pileri made sure of his 
first world title by winning his sixth 
successive 125cc world championship 
round, but this win was perhaps a shade 
luckier than the others. 

Pileri, riding the super fast 
Morbidelli, tuned by West German 
Georg Miller, the man who gave the Van 
Veen Kreidlers their super performance,

AFM RR: Mike 
Baeder cashes in 


By John Ulrich 


RIVERSIDE, CAL., JULY 20 

"Pve got the old touch back," 
laughed Mike Baeder between hits 
off an overflowing champagne 
bottle. His father slapped him on 
the back, Mack Kambayashi — who 
built Baeder's engine — smiled broadly, 
and well-wishers packed around the 
Baeder family. Mike's mother, whose 
birthday would come the next day, was 
overjoyed. “Oh Mike, that’s the nicest 
birthday present for me!" 





Baeder had just won 250 GP and 
$225 after a race-long war-on-wheels 
with Harry Klinzmann and hometown 
favorite Whitney Blakeslee. All three 
rode Yamahas. The win, coupled with a 
second place in 125 GP earlier in the 
day, made 16-year-old Baeder the day’s 
biggest money winner at AFM's first 
all-pro GP race — he brought home 
$285 all told. 

Harry Klinzmann (Pierce Yamaha) 
who ended up second ($135), started 
out the race by leading. His advantage 
lasted almost one-half lap, when 
Riverside resident Whitney Blakeslee 
took over on his Mike Aston G.R.I.P. 
Yamaha. Baeder was a very close third. 

Meanwhile, both AFM Number One 
Rudy Galindo and Wes Cooley Jr. were 
on the move back in the pack. Galindo 
lost several seconds in the first turn of 
the race when another rider knocked

down Pat Evans right in his path. Slicing 
through traffic and moving up two and 
three places at a time on a motorcycle 
that actually ran well and stayed 
-together for a change, Galindo fought 
his way into fifth by the third lap. 

Wes Cooley Jr. had collided with 
Peter Tsumura and crashed while 
leading the 350 Production race run just 
before the 250 GP. As a result, he was 
late to the 250 GP grid, and started in 
the second wave. Yet Cooley was in 
sixth place by the seventh lap, right 
behind Galindo, who was dicing with 
Dick Fuller. The Yamaha of Fuller had 
little steam on Galindo’s bike, which 
had gone from a stone to a semi-rocket 
with the first stages of help from Mack 
Kambayashi. But Cooley’s bike, with 
the whole Mack treatment, was faster 
than both Fullers and Galindo’s 
mounts. He swept by on the eighth lap 
and took off in search of then — third 
place Blakeslee and the other far-away 
leaders. 

By this time Baeder had gone from 
third to second to first in a series of 
stabs, alternately stretching it out a 
little and then being almost caught by 
Klinzmann.  Blakeslee's bike slowed 
down, and he fell back to a safe third 
($90). Klinzmann made his rush to

regain the lead, and around the pair 
went, a few feet, then a few inches 
apart, then side-by-side. About even on 
horsepower, the two battled on skill and 
luck alone. Finally, on the last lap, the 
leaders came into Turn Six, a slippery 
180-degree right hander with a rise at 
the entrance, as a group of five bikes 
they were lapping fought for mid-pack 
positions. Baeder glanced nervously 
behind and went outside, almost in the 
dirt. Klinzmann tried to fit through the 
middle, and ended up sandwiched 
between two riders, his right knee 
bending the fairing of one bike, his left 
knee cracking the fiberglass shroud of 
the other motorcycle. Baeder drove 
hard as the two competitors 
surrounding Harry bobbled, slowing 
their captive. At the flag, Baeder was in 
front, and the party started. 

Earlier, Cooley won Open GP easily 
($175). He had more difficulty in the 
500-750-Open Production race. Cook 
Neilson (750 Duc) led for about five 
laps, with Pat Beacom (900 Kaw) and 
Jeff Steele (750 Hon) trailing. Cooley’s 
Pops Yoshimura Z-1 fouled a plug on 








the start, and it was another task of 
catch-up for Wes. Neilson’s Duck 
suffered a flat tire, Beacom assumed the 
lead, and Cooley came sliding through

traffic to catch Steele. A few more laps 
would have seen Cooley in first, up 
from near-last. 

Kevin Stafford cashed in on the 350 
GP money ($175) after Harry 
Klinzmann loaded up and killed his 
Yamaha on the line. Pushed away from 
the grid by spectators, Klinzmann went 
from last to third 350 before retiring. 
“The bike fell flat on its face," he said 
later. Rudy Galindo wobbled his way to 
second ($105) on his homebuilt-framed 
“TZ” 350: 

1973 Cycle News Political Enduro 
champion Steve Hollen (Hon) 
celebrated his return to racing with 
second in Superstreet, behind Greg 
Thompson (Kaw).

With only three road races on the 
American Motorcycle — Association's 
Grand National Championship trail, the 
Monterey Superbike International at 
Laguna Seca Raceway, August 2nd and 
3rd represents one of the few chances 
for California fans to watch the 
streamlined superbikes in action. 

The road racers got their first 
Championship action at Daytona, 
Florida back in March with Gene 
Romero of San Luis Obispo taking the 
big-money win on his factory Yamaha. 
Since then they have either had to race 
in Europe or park their machines in the 
workshop to await Laguna’s Monterey 
Superbike Classic. 

Naturally, Romero is hoping to make 
this two in a row... particularly as he 
is almost a “local boy”, with San Luis 
Obispo only some 100 miles down 
coast from the beautiful Monterey 
peninsula. 

Some of his strongest opposition will 
come from his own Yamaha team, 
primarily in the form of double Grand 
National Champion (1973/4), Kenny 
Roberts. Kenny, who hails from 
Modesto in the San Joaquin Valley, but 
has since moved to Villa Park in 
Southern California, won last year’s 
Monterey race with almost 
contemptuous ease. Completing the 
Yamaha squad and also a prime 
contender for the win is another local, 
Don Castro from Hollister, Calif., who 
has proved his road racing prowess with 
a Daytona Lightweight class win and 
numerous other up-front efforts. 

Each of the Yamaha team riders were 
strong runners for the victorious United 
States team in England’s TransAtlantic 
Trophy Match Race Series at Easter. 
Roberts, Romero and Castro took 
second, third and fourth individual 
placings respectively in the 16-man 
series and at Laguna they'll all no doubt 
be eager to beat the one guy that 
topped them in Europe.

race in 1972 saw him crash at high 
speed on the opening lap while the 
following year saw him lead almost the 
entire race before turning on the power 
of his Kawasaki too soon in one of 
Laguna's tight corners and crashing 
heavily once again. 

Last year the indestructible Canuck 
crashed in practice. He badly injured his 
right (throttle) hand, but had it pumped 
ful! of novocaine and finished a gritty 
second to Roberts. No wonder Du 
Hamel is a great favorite with Laguna 
Seca fans — and no wonder he's more 
than ready for a Laguna Seca Victory! 

Also ready for a Laguna Seca victory 
is America's own Harley-Davidson 
which hasn't won a major U.S. road race 
since the late Cal Rayborn (tragically 
killed two seasons ago in New Zealand) 
did the job for them in the very first 
Monterey Superbike International 
motorcycle race at Laguna Seca in 
1972. 

The Harley-Davidson team will be 
back at Monterey’s tortuous Laguna 
Seca Raceway pumped for victory with 
a brand new, technically innovative 
machine for team leader and current 
high-point man in American National 
Championship standings, Gary Scott. 

They'll be aiming for victory with a 
new bike that is only two-thirds the size 
of it’s rivals but team chief, Dick 
| O’Brien, doesn’t see this as much of a 
disadvan tage. 

"Laguna Seca is the type of twisting, 
undulating track where power to weight 
ratio is equally as important as all-out 
horsepower" says O'Brien. Although the 
new Harley only pumps out some 
80bhp from its 500cc (compared to the 
100-plus horsepower of its 750cc 
competitors) it is over 100 lbs. lighter 
than the opposition. 

The new bike is a water-cooled 500cc 
twin that has been developed at Harley 
Davidson’s European factory in Varese, 
Italy, with the competition heat of the 
Grand Prix circus in mind. 

It features some radical departures 
from normal technical practice 
including four carburetors to feed its 
two cylinders and a rear disc brake that 
operates on the transmission (via the 
gearbox chain sprocket) rather than the 
rear wheel as is usually the case. The 
idea is to reduce the unsprung weight at 
the rear and to eliminate the rear wheel 
hop under heavy braking that comes as 
a combination of powerful brakes and 
light overall weight. The new 
transmission brake means a much more 
controllable entrance into corners for 
rider, Gary Scott, who proved his road 
racing mettle last year by being the only 
rider to beat National Champion, Kenny 
Roberts, in a Championship Lightweight 
class event (at Loudon, New Hampshire) 
over the whole season. .

Product Evaluation 





Hondaline Riding Suits 
By Charles Morey 


One of the best things that you 
can say about any product is that 


there's nothing 
Complaining is 


nature, and when two individuals 
try out the items that we do these 
evaluations on, at least one of 


them always comes up with some 
good gripes. Except for this time. 

We tried out Hondaline's two riding 
suits, for street and woods use, and were 
unable to detect any flaws, oversights or 
even a “‘we’d-rather- they’d-have-done-it 
-another -way.” The things are darn 
good! 

The two suits are nearly identical, 
except for the streeter being red and the 
woodser being blue and the street jacket 
having a heavier quilted (warmer) lining. 

Both jackets are made from a nylon 
material that's waterproof. One tester 
made several runs on his road bike in 
the infamous Atlanta winter rain and 
swears that not one drop of moisture 
reached his body. The suits, according 
to Honda, are machine washable or dry 
cleanable, although our male chauvinist 
minds didn't allow us to carry our test 
that far. 

A total of six pockets of various sizes 
and usages can be found on the jackets. 
Besides the four front pockets, featuring 
waterproof fold-over flaps with both 
Velcro and snap fasteners, there's also

basic to human 


an inside chest pocket and a wide “map 
compartment" across the back at waist 
level. 

Impressive is the word best chosen to 
describe the elbow pads. . .the things are 
a full quarter inch thick and appear that 
they'd be handy in the event you ever 
wind up using them as landing struts. 


The jacket belt sports a reflective strip 
on one side as a visibility aid for 
nighttime street cruising. A snap keeps 
it from getting lost when unbuckled. 
The double jacket zipper allows the 
wearer to zip it up from the bottom, 
either to get at his pocket change or to 
make the long jacket more comfortable 
in the seated riding position. 

The pants for both suits appear 
identical except for color. They have 
elastic waist bands with snap adjustment 


for size. The ankles sport Velcro 
fastened straps to wrap around 
providing a snug fit. Various 


combinations of waist and leg size are 
available. . 

Honda's suggested list for the 
garments is $54 for the jacket and $36 
for the pants. We expect that the suits 
will prove durable enough to more than 
justify the $90 price tag.

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All of a sudden my critics have 
broken loose and written in their 
complaints. Maybe they're all in a 
hurry to have their say before 


postage rates go up again, but 
whatever the reason, environ- 
mentalists groups are not the only 
ones who disagree with the opin- 
ions expressed in this column. 

One letter chastised me severely for 
pointing out that extinction is a natural 
phenomenon — that 50 species become 
extinct every century. This reader 
claims extinction is not a natural 
phenomenon when aided by non-natural 
factors, and that dirt bikes are a 
non-natural factor. 

All well and good, and I might even 
agree if I could limit the definition of 
"nature" to include all species of life 


except man. I can’t. But for the 
moment, let's .accept this limited 
definition. 


Let's see — at the rate of 50 per 
century some 500,000 species have 
become extinct over the past million 
years. Can you imagine the pressure on 
the environment if those 500,000 
species hadn't become extinct? 

It's easy to lose sight of the fact that 
man has lived in harmony with nature's 
other creatures for over a million years. 
Granted, there have been isolated 
incidents when man has used his 
superior brain. to commit abuses 
(witness the American Bison). But they 
are just that — isolated abuses. Rare 
enough, in fact, to have rated a place in 
history textbooks decades before John 
Q. Public knew what the word 
“ecology” meant. 

By the way, I'd venture to guess that 
the average person who calls himself an 
“ecologist” still doesn't know what the 
word means. Webster’s unabridge 
defines ecology as: ''l. (biology) the 
study of the relationships of living 
organisms to their environment; 
2. (sociology) the study of the 
relationship between distribution of 
human groups with reference to 
material resources and the consequent 
social and cultural patterns ” 

Ecology, then, is a study of 
relationships. But the word is used more 
often today as an excuse to interfere 





with those relationships. Just one 
example. Bounties are placed on 
predatory animals. Short term effect: 
increase in populations of the predator’s 


so-called victim. Not-so-long term 
effect: mass starvation among the 
protected species as their numbers 


increase beyond that which their 
environment will support. 

If the pseudo-ecologists would stick 
to studying the relationships and stop 
interfering with those relationships, 
mankind might well be able to survive 
another million years in harmony with 
the rest of nature. 

But “ecologists” aren't content to 
study. Whatever the reason, instead of 
learning about the relationships, they 
have set out to redesign the entire great 
outdoors, transplanting some species, 
erecting fences to interfere with the 
natural ranges of. other species, and 
worst of all, fencing the outdoor user 
into smaller and smaller confines. 

Take a good look at some of the 
species preferred for protection — desert 
tortoise, vagrant shrew, lizards and 
snakes. 

Now look at the list of species 
regarded as enemies of those noble 
rodents and reptiles — sheep, cattle, 
miners and recreationalists. I most 
strenuously object to the concept of 
repressing man and those animals he 
finds useful in order to protect reptiles 
and rodents. 

The same reader suggests 
“environmental goons” is a bad term to 
use in referring to advocates of the 
anti-humanity philosophy. 

Webster defines ‘‘goon” as “‘a person 
who is awkward, grotesque, stupid, 
etc." While the definiticn may fit, the 
critic is right; it is probably not the best 
choice of words. 

Follow up: Those vandalism crews 
seem to have missed the long 
Independence Day weekend. But keep 
your eyes open and cameras (or at least 
pencil and paper) ready. The Pine Tree 
Vandals could strike any weekend. 

Watch out also, in the general 
Randsburg area, for low-flying airplanes. 











Take the number of the airplane, and 
license numbers of any car which seems 
to be waiting in the vicinity, and call the 
local police. 

Major narcotics drops are being made 
in the area, according to Western Mining 
Association in Randsburg. The miners 
warned that these men are armed and 
dangerous, so if you happen to spot 
one, just write down the numbers and 
get out of there, please. 

Speaking of miners, the newly 
formed Randsburg chapter of Western 
Mining Council invited representatives 
of other desert user groups to join 
forces in upholding public rights to the 
desert. If you think outdoor enthusiasts 
are getting a little touchy, you ought to 
talk to the miners! 

Can't say 1 blame them. Many have 
spent most of their adult lives in the 
desert with their dream of, if not riches, 
at least making a better life for 
themselves and their families through 
hard work. “American Dream” comes 
to mind, but the miners feel they’ve 
been rudely awakened from that dream 
by the growing government by 
mini-dictator. 

The Department of Interior is trying 
again (they've failed more than once in 
the past) to push through legislation 
preventing miners from staking claims 
on public lands. They want a leasing 
program which allowed the BLM to place 
a value on the individual claim and lease 
it to whomever it chooses. 

No wonder the miners are mad. They 
are circulating a petition addressed to 
the President of the United States, 
asking for the disbanding of the Bureau 
of Land Management. It was my 
impression they are more interested in 
forcing some major changes, since 
eradicating the BLM is comparable to 
getting rid of crabgrass. They’re aiming 
at half a million signatures. 

Final note: The BLM has proposed a 
“buffer zone” around Randsburg to 
protect the town from motorcycle 
noise. Lee Merick, Randsburg Secretary, 
believes the buffer zone is being 
established to give BLM the right not to 
allow mining claims. Hadn't thought of 
that angle, but he may well be right. 

Next time: BLM draft of 
management plan for Red Mountain and 
El Paso Peaks planning units (if the 
draft comes out on schedule).

More 
about

Late last year I wrote an article in 
Cycle News extolling the near- 
erotic pleasures of trail riding in 
the Sequoia National Forest. Well, 
as the ol' philosopher once said, 
"tain't necessarily so, bunky!" I 
have just learned that a strong 
potential exists for still more re- 
strictions to be heaped upon the head of 
the vehicular recreationist. As usual, 
only the collective you can halt or 
reverse the trend. 

In the fall of 1974, the United States 
Forest Service (USFS) held a series of 
public input meetings to determine the 
public's desire for recreation or the lack 
of it in the Sequoia National Forest. I 
don't know what prompted this process 
since the USFS has, of all government 
agencies dealing with recreation 
resources, the best reputation for 
fairness in applying the multiple-use 
concept. However, I think it is safe to 
assume that even they are subject to the 
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pressures of the environ-mental cases 
that purport to represent the interest of 
the people. It is also safe to assume, 
after examining the four management 
alternatives which are the direct result 
of earlier public meetings, that the 
vehicular recreationist was very poorly 
represented. Were you there? 

If you weren't, you still have an 
opportunity to comment. To date, 
public input has been solicited, the 
responses compiled into management 
alternatives and sent to anyone 
requesting them. In the past three 
weeks, the USFS has held another series 
of meetings. These were to answer any 
questions about the proposed 
alternatives for the Kern Plateau region 
of the Sequoia National Forest. The 
meetings were announced in Cycle News 
well in advance but when I attended the 
one in Ridgecrest, July 3, I was the only 
biker there. 

As a matter of fact, the general lack 
of interest was underwhelming. The 
USFS personnel present very nearly 
outnumbered the attendees. In addition 
to John Leasure, Forest Supervisor; 
Gordon Heebener, Multiple-use 
Coordinator; and John Ronald, Cannell 
Meadow District Ranger, they had a soil 
scientist, a timber expert, a hydrologist 
and a landscape architect on hand to 
answer your questions. 

The most urgent message emerging 
from this meeting is the same old 
plaintive cry: Write Now! Comments on 
these alternatives must be in the Forest 
Services Headquarters by August 15 to 
have any effect on the final plan and the 
Draft Environmental Impact Statement 
(yes, even the USFS is now forced to do 
these) which will be drawn up this 
winter. To comment intelligently, you 
should have the complete planning 
package for the Kern Plateau and you 
still have time to get one. Write to 
Sequoia National Forest, 900 West 
Grand Avenue, Porterville, CA 93257 or 
save time and ask for a copy by calling 
(209) 784-1500. 

It is quite important to study the 
whole package since the final version 
will likely not be precisely any one of 
the alternatives but rather a 
modification based on the current 
comment period. Make your wishes 

own! 

As an example of something to think 
about, all four proposals show a 
decrease in the existing available vehicle 
trails (see the accompanying table). This 
is in spite of the apparent fact that these 
trails are used more by vehicles than by 
foot or horse traffic, with little real 
conflict among users. (Admittedly, this 
is a personal observation based on about 
12 trips into the area in the last two 
years.) 

If the four proposed alternatives are 
considered unaltered, only alternative 
‘C°’ is viable for the vehicular 
recreationist. Interestingly, this 
alternative also offers the most 
recreation opportunities for all interests 
from hiking, biking, 4WD, equestrian 
(non-commercial), to winter sports and 
finishing. Everybody gains in this one. 
Unfortunately, so do the lumber people, 
since this alternative opens more area to 
lumbering than any other. That means 
more roads through the heart of the 
timber, more trees removed, and more 
over-loaded trucks careening about the 
forest. You might want to say 
something about that. 

You might also want to comment on 
the proposed limits of 175cc engine size 
and 76db noise level, both to be applied 


to bikes only. Supposedly, these limits : 


were suggested by a motorcylist at an 
earlier meeting. Somehow they did not 
find their way into the planning 
package, but they are definitely being 
considered and seriously. Personally, I 
feel that both are extremely unrealistic 
and the size limit in particular is based 
on the impossible assumption of perfect 
traction plus a perfect rider. Wheelspin 
is standard procedure for small 
displacement trail bikes. 


Since I enjoy the solitude afforded 
by the forest experience, I must morally 
support the noise limit idea. However, 
the 76 db is incredibly restrictive and 
would by itself probably eliminate all 
bikes except stock TL-125s. If such a 
limit must be imposed, it must be 
imposed on all human-generated noise, 
including dune buggies, 4WD vehicles, 
motorhomes with auxiliary generators, 


logging trucks, and forest service 
chainsaws. 

Finally, it is a plain fact of financial 
life that any improvement to the 


recreation opportunities is subject to 
the budgetary vagaries that plague all 
government operations. Even though 
the USFS is sincere about maintaining a 
place for the vehicular recreationist in 
the National Forests, they may not have 
the money or the people power to do a 
complete job. We can help. The 
four-wheelers are already doing it with 
several trail projects. Here’s just two 
ideas through which we can be of great 
service. Problem: Riding in mud is a 
great kick, but when said mud is where 
the trail crosses a meadow, the resulting 
damage is ugly and permanent. 
Solution: Reroute the trail around the 


meadow with the help of volunteer 
motorcyclists. 
Problem: Most riders entering the 


area are not aware of the special nature 
of forest riding and the need to share 
the resources with others of different 
interests. Solution: A weekend 
"Hospitality" booth located at the 
entrance to the area'and staffed by 
interested motorcyclists. Both of these 
ideas were presented to and well 
received by the forest service staff. How 
about you? If you're interested, drop 
me à note at POB 4023, Lancaster, CA 
93534. 

So there we are. There's much that 
needs doing but the most urgent is to 
get a copy of the plan, study it, and 
comment before August 15. You won't 
be able to make any more effective 
inputs until the draft Environmental 
Impact Statement is released in the 
spring of 1976. By this time next year, 
whatever plan there may be for the 
Sequoia National Forest, will be put 
into effect. For your Bicentennial 
project, how about helping preserve 
some of our rapidly diminishing 
freedoms?

Part Il: Desert 
cyclists are 
people, too 








If I were asked what impressed me 
most on these weekends I would 
say, first, the infectious enthusi- 
asm of the biker and his family, 
and second the incredible harm 
being done to the Southem 


California desert. Pm not sure 
which affected me more. Probably 
the people. I knew what environmental 
damage was all about long before my 
invitation to witness a race. I saw plenty 
of it along the scrambles courses those 
weekends, too, but the events were in 
areas pretty well beat to hell already so 
I pocketed my code of ethics and began 
focusing on the main event: the riders 
and their kin. 

Most of them were very friendly and 
I learned they had soul, wit and a real 
dedication to their thing. I don’t like 
their Thing much but one can still turn 
on to people without buying their 
politics. In fact, I became. pretty good 
friends with three or four guys out 
there. I know their feelings and they 
understand mine. We may never agree 
on this ORV thing but you tend to 
throw differences to the wind come 
sunset time when beer cans begin 
popping (wine for me) and the steaks 
are broiling. 

I had an interesting campfire 
conversation with a burly devotee (now 
a non-rider; too much belly) who got 
wind that I was a Sierra Clubber (on 
each of these occasions I have tried to 
maintain a low profile to avoid 
confrontation). I learned from him that 
the Sierra Club was a powerful leftist 
group that had a hammer lock on 
government and was against everything. 
I didn't tell him that a basic goal of the 
Sierra Club and other conservationist 
groups is to protect and save; I just 
listened. As he continued drinking he 
kept repeating, “The Goddam Sierra 
Club has gotten too political.” I don’t 
think he was really angry, just 
frustrated. The conversation drifted and 
before long he was talking about the 
citrus groves of Orange County. 


“That’s what gets me,” he said, “how 
they've gone in and subdivided and 
blacktopped all that beautiful country. 
They've taken the trees away, and 
there're all those crummy little houses. 
You talk about the desert — there's 
nothing out here. We're not doing any 
harm. The real damage is in Orange 
County. You should have seen it 20 
years ago. I'm a conservationist too." 

I agreed 100 percent with at least 50 
percent of what he said. 

I talked to another fellow who said 
he used to belong to the Sierra Club 
“when it was a hiking outfit, but that 
now it had gotten too involved." As the 
flag dropped and his young son roared 
off into the creosote, I was impressed 
by this guy’s devotion to family and his 
almost desperate appeal for 
understanding. 

The reaction I got from people who 
learned I was a Sierra Clubber was, “We 
don’t hate you, we just want you to 
appreciate what biking in the desert 
means to us." I now know. 

I have friends who think that all 
desert bikers are Hell's Angels types — 
surly deviates, defiant of the law, up for 
a scrap. They're wrong. You people may 
not know or care what irreparable harm 
you're doing to our desert lands but 
you're not ogres. The vast majority of 
you, anyway. There are some 
exceptions, of course, and that's why 
the image of the ORV rider is at stake. 
The question is, what are you going to 
do about it? 

These mixed feelings (the good vibes 
I got from a lot of bikers vs. their 
indifference to the desert as I know it) 
bugged me every weekend I attended a 
race. How could such wholesome, 
attractive people be so callous? I kept 
thinking, we’re all brothers under the 
skin back in the city but out in the 
desert we split ranks. The 
environmentalist keeps his eyes and ears 
open and the cyclists put on blinders. 

“Desert people are the greatest,” 
writes a Chatsworth couple (Cycle 
News, Letters, March 11), thanking 
fellow riders for locating their 
11-year-old son lost in the hills after he 
broke a spark plug. The fact that people 


such deeds and write such 


perform 
letters is a feather in the cap for dirt 


bikers. I understand that even 
front-runners in a crucial race have been 
known to forfeit their laurels by pulling 
up and tending to some fallen comrade. 
If only this compassion for fellow man 
could be transferred to the desert itself! 
If your love of a pet dog or cat at home, 
or your garden, could be applied to the 
wealth of wild life out in the Mojave! 

Another letter to Cycle News, also 
March 11, concedes "no one wants the 
environment ruined, and motorcycles 
do cause a lot of damage." Aha! But I 
don't want to take the quote out of 
context: the guy's main pitch is that 
bikers should rally to defend their rights 
or they'll no longer have access to the 
public lands. He appeals for letters to 
the appropriate government agencies. 
This impresses me. While I don't agree 
with the writer, I do credit him with the 
initiative to jot down his complaint. 

Apathy is the desert cyclist's worst 
enemy. The Sierra Clubber's too, except 
that most of us care enough to write 
letters, appear at public hearings. We get 
on the ball and speak out, and that's 
why “the Sierra Club has already won 
many battles," as your writer puts it. 
Sure, money helps, but without work 
nothing can be accomplished. Hard 
work, too, and a lot of time — not just 
in "official" club offices but people's 
homes and in the field. 

That's what has led to the 
preservation of much of America's back 
country. What cycling family has not 
enjoyed the beauty and openness of a 
place like Yosemite or Yellowstone? 
You have some of the Sierra Club's 
pioneers to thank for much of that. 

About 15 minutes before the flag 
went down on a desert scrambles race a 
couple of guys walked by as I was 
photographing some wildflowers along 
the course. One volunteered, “how neat 
they look" and that spring was a little 
early this year. Now, he may have been 
a gung-ho racer and a dyed-in-the wool 
anti-Sierra Clubber, but at least he saw 
something. I found his awareness 
reassuring and even as those 300-odd 
bikes split off into the sand and bush a 
little later I thought, thank God 
someone cares. 

One of the friendliest people I met 
out there was a fellow who not many 
years ago herded sheep across southern 
Europe. When he came to California he 
resumed his career in the San Joaquin 
Valley where he says, come winter and 
spring, the grass is far richer than “back 
home.” The American stuff apparently 
has more protein per bite and the sheep 
are livelier, healthier. He appreciates his 
new country and understands the worth 
of the land. True, he was talking about 
the Central Valley, not the desert, and 
it’s also true that sheepherders are about 
as popular as dirt bikers in some 
environmental circles. But at least this 
guy found something of value and is 
thankful for it. As for the desert, I'm 
afraid most cyclists see nothing but 
sand. Sure, it has value, but only for 
recreation. Otherwise, it's dead. 

Yes, dirt bikers are people too. But 
which “desert people are the greatest?” 
From my viewpoint those without the 
blinders. Loving the desert is not 
enough. It needs understanding and 
respect, too.

that the "control strategy" they are 
looking for is the four stroke engine. 
Yamaha has already committed itself 
to a total conversion of all its road 
models to four strokes, an effort that 
will eventually gobble $80 million. 
Suzuki projects that a similar 
conversion is inevitable for its 
on-road model line, also, at a cost 
over a 10 year period of $65 million. 
Suzuki is fighting desperately for the 
time to do it, and needs to sell two 
strokes in the meantime in order to 
keep cash flow in the system. 
Otherwise, they'll be attempting to 
dig the needed millions out of a dry 
well. 

What this means to Bultaco, Ossa, 
Maico, Husqvarna, CZ, Can-Am, 
Montesa, Rickman and other small 
firms is impossible to calculate, 
although Norton-Triumph, 
Harley-Davidson, and Suzuki all made 
pleas on behalf of the smaller 
manufacturers. The board members 
remained impassive during calls for a

limited-production exemption, even 
though the board’s own figures 
indicate certification costs of over 
$1,000 per motorcycle if those costs 
have to be borne by a small builder 
and spread over a limited annual 
production. (See Table I. Note these 
are only the costs of proving 
compliance to the government, over 
and above the costs of developing 
low-emission engines. Note also that 
it’s going to cost everyone a lot less if 
California waits for EPA to act, 
rather than requiring separate 
certification for California.) 


Outcome 

After hearing the testimony, the 
board dismissed the EPA sliding-scale 
standard as inadequate and went on 
to debate other alternatives, including 
the forementioned two month hold, 
an announcement of "intent to set a 
standard", and a blanket 5 gm/km 
standard as well as the one finally 
adopted. 

In their debate, the members 
seemed as much or more concerned 
with how “hard” or “soft” on 
pollution they might appear than 
with how much dislocation they 
might be causing the motorcycle 
industry. Through it all ran the 
thread of — “We don’t trust the EPA 
to do anything, therefore we must 
shake everybody up.” 

As far as the shaking goes, they 
have their wish. @

Britain's Malcolm Rathmell moved 
one step closer to clinching his 
second consecutive World Trials 


Championship with 


America’s first championship trials 
venue, the Wagner Cup. 

The popular Montesa rider was 
followed in the final tabulations 
by the Bultacos of Finnish rider Yrjo 
Vesterinen and Spaniard Manuel 
Soler-Bulto with Sweden’s Ulf Karlson 
on a Montesa and Bultaco-mounted 
Frenchman Charles Coutard following; 
Americans Lane Leavitt (ninth), Joe 
Guglielmelli (11th), Bob Hopkins (13th) 
and Mark Eggar (14th) placing well. 

In winning Rathmell opened up a 19 
gross point lead in the standings. Net 
points to determine the championship 
come from the rider’s best eight rides. 
The U.S. round was the ninth of 13 
events. 

Yrjo Vestervinen by virtue of his 
second place finish today coupled with 
last week's win in Canada, moves into 
second place in the standings dropping 
Martin Lampkin (Bul) to third. 

Enthusiasts from every where showed 
up in Escoheag to get a close, first hand 
look at the world's best trials riders. 
What they saw made many a person 
come away from the event shaking their 
head and muttering **Damn, I just don’t 
believe what I saw those guys do.” 

Eleven foreign riders, including the 
top eight in the present world standings, 
came to tourney, along with 20

a win in 
American riders, on the scenic Rhode 
Island course. 

During the ice age, millions of years 
ago, glaciers had carved the land into 
rolling hills and valleys strewn with 
rocks and boulders of varying sizes. It 
was over, around and through these 
obstacles that the 20 mile, 20 section 
course was plotted. It was a demanding 
course truly deserving to be of world 
championship caliber according to the 
riders. 

The majority of the riders had 
nothing but praise for the course 
marking, the crowd control (in some 
European events the spectator clambers 
so close that he is, in effect, an obstacle 
himself) the organization and course 
marshalling by the promoting club, the 
Rhody Rovers. 

If there was one fault (and this was 
almost unanimous among the riders) it 
was that the sections were too long. The 
degree of difficulty was never in 
question — just the length. Rathmell 
summed up the feeling of the riders 
saying, “You dab once at the bottom of 
a section and then ride 90% under 
intense concentration only to take 
another dab or two before the end. All 
the hard work is for nothing.” 

New machinery was of note with 
Montesa showing up with a new six 
speed 348 Cota (310cc) for Rathmell

and Martin Lampkin on next year’s 
Bultaco (inner refinements and a new 
tank/seat combination). Honda showed 
up with red frame bikes for its riders 
with 305cc 4-stroke grunt power (“We 
need a little more work on the engine 
then she'll really do tricks."). Mick 
Andrews, with his personal bike stuck in 
customs, was forced to ride a 
conventional stock  suspensioned 
Yamaha, but still managed to get it on. 
""The throttle is a wee bit too quick and 
the suspension is too hard, but it's 
interesting to get back on a production 
bike once in awhile." 

Ranger's Brook led off the sections 
as the riders left the starting area for 
their two trips around the course. Six 
hours plus an hour's grace period was 
the time limit and, for all riders 
concerned, there just wasn't enough 
time. 

At Ranger’s Brook the spectators 
were treated to a first hand taste of the 
intense concentration the riders put into 
walking the course as well as the 
psyching (which subtlely goes on all the 
time) of those vying for the 
championship. 

It was here the riders spent a full half 
hour examining the rising, rocky gully 
dotted with tree roots and an occasional 
solid sapling. 

Don Sweet picked up the first good 
ride as he took a one to the cheers and 
ovation of the crowd. The section was 
not forgiving to Charles Coutard who 
crashed and almost seized his engine as 
the throttle stuck (his Bultaco was not 
equipped with a kill button). The fall 
possibly cost him two full places in the 
standings. 

After a number of woods sections 
the riders appeared at section nine, 
Yellow Dot Brook, and were greeted 
with a nasty staircase of rocks that rode 
through a gully with a trickle of water 
making the moss-covered rocks very

slick. Of all the sections this was most 
like a European section and, although 
only four riders cleaned it the entire 
day, it was a favorite with riders and 
spectators as it brought out the best in 
the competition. 

Unfortunately, following Yellow 
Brook were Skunk Cabbage, Leavitt's 
Flat and  Annie's Saw (sections 
10-11-12) and they made no friends 
with 10 and 11 seeing no rider end the 
section without putting a foot down. 

American Lane Leavitt turned in the 
top performance of the first tour of the 
sections dropping only 27 marks, but 
time became his enemy in the final 
go-around, causing him to forsake careful 
observation of the sections before riding 
them and risk losing points to make up 
time. His final ride turned in 40 marks 
plus 3.3 marks on time loss. 

Malcolm Rathmell’s winning 
performance turned in 19 clean sections 
with only one mark lost in eight more, 
while the tally for Vesterinen was 17 
cleans and nine one mark sections. 

“I came here to win,” said Rathmell 
relaxing with a cold drink after the 
finish of the event, "and to try to add 
points for a second championship. After 
all that's the name of the game. It was a 
bloody good time." 

Martin Lampkin, second in the 
standings before the day's event, 
reflected on his flat tire and a chain that 
broke twice. "Someday things just go 
right and somedays they just go bloody 
wrong. This was one of those bloody 
days." e.
